The stage was twenty 
four feet square, and about four fect from the ground, and to show ‘how such 
displays: were ~ patronised’ at that time, nobleman: and gentlemen could 
assist without a fear of being “ roughed.” Sir Thomas Apreece wag the umpire 
for Mendoza, Colonel, afterwardy Duke of Hamilton, parforming.a like dMve: 
for veal 2 and in the articles of the time the following proviso was alsa 
attached :—" But in case of any dispute eristtg between the chosen umpires, 
Mr. Harvey Aston was appointed as tho third (the referee of the present day), 
whose decision, if appealed. fo, .must..ba.final."’...This contest was for-260 ge.,- 
and Humphries, full of confidence, went boldly in, but Mendoza was with him. 
Up to the third round it was stop for, stop, and blow for blow, avhen the Jew 
knocked his man down, Four more rounds of-a terrific character ensued, but 
the science of Mendoza parried or met the tremendous bfows of Humphries, 
ond again was the latter aent to grass, Not all the pluck of the braye Hum- 
prea could avail against a superior knowledge ofthe art ‘round after round 
1é was knocked down, and at. thc end of the Taha round, ih 1h..13m., Mendoza 
was declared the victor of ono of the gamest and exciting contests on record. 
A fine old print of this battle, with a fult description, is ntJoe Rowe's, in 
Smart's-bulldings, Holborn, Any little prejudice against Mendoza as a Jew 
was, by this battle, for ever AWwept away. 

As stated above, he became champion on the death of Bryan, but five years 
after the above battle with at taltt on April 15,1795, had to resign to the 
greatest boxer of the age, Mr, Jobn Jackson, who defeated him ina mateh for 
200 guineas, at Hornchurch, in 104 min. Blov, “nh years after, 1806, he met 
Harry Lee, and was the winner ; and the old fire remaining, fourteen years 
after. in 1820, he again entered the ropes, at the ago of fIfty-seven, with Tom 
Owen, only flve years his junior, and was (lefeated, : 

Mendoza wes much Tespected, and lived to the good old age of seventy-three, 
having been born in 1763, and died September 3, 1836. “He wag not only a 
patriarch ents his people, but also of the Ring. He had the esteom of all 
classes, and to his death was the mentor of a ‘ bye-gone" age in pngilism. In 
the affections of nnmerons descendants ha was well cared for in’ his old age. 
Tn all pec of the metropolis he was well known, at the’ East-end espesially, 
and Our Portrajt" in this day's impression—faithfal and trug¢—wwill, we haye.
